Shifts by Council. 

The council, which on Oct. 1 
defeated 4 to 2, a resolution 
calling on the Authority to 
abandon the Jefferson Barracks 
development, reversed itself a 
week later, voting 6 to 0 to ask 
that all work on the project be 
stopped. On several previous 
occasions, the council voted in| 
favor of the project. 

Matthews noted that the 
council has been concerned for 
a long time with the problem 
of converted Army barracks 
buildings that have been oper- 
ated as a housing project at 
Jefferson Barracks. The old 
buildings would be replaced by 
the proposed new 288-unit low 
rent project. Grading of the 
site is under way. 

“The council originally set 
up this Authority with Jeffer- 
son Barracks and other areas 
of blight in mind in order that 
St. Louis county would be re- 
lieved of these substandard 
areas,” the supervisor asserted. 

“T think that the members of 
the board of commissioners of 
the Housing Authority are ab- 
solutely right in refusing to re- 
sign,” Matthews stated. 

“Tl think they are to be com- 
mended for the fine job they

AEC CONTINUES 
FAST - MOVING 
NUCLEAR TESTS 


ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev. 
Oct. 23 (AP)—The fast-moving 
nuclear weapons test series 
continues today. Three shots 
were set off yesterday in a 
record spurt of activity. 

Today’s test, set for late aft- 
ernoon, is to be fired from be- 
neath a balloon anchored at 
1500 feet. It involves an atomic 
weapon with less power than 
10,000 tons of TNT. That's a 
small one to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. Another shot is 
scheduled for Friday but its 
nature has not been announced. 

All three blasts yesterday 
were fired from balloons. It

Dissent to ‘Ballet U.S.A.’ 


I would like to raise a dissent- 
Ing voice to the peans of praise 
given the Jerome Robbins’ “Bal- 
let U.S.A.” After viewing the per- 
formance opening night I suspect 
that the much advertised Europe- 
an accolades were given tongue- 
in-cheek and that much of the 
American praise is based on the 
mistaken notion that something 
“different” must be “good.” 


The painful fact is that the 
Jerome Robbins troupe cannot 
dance. Its entire dance step rep- 
ertoire consisted of four basic 
steps—forward, backward, up and 
down — executed in four varia- 
tions, slow, fast, short and long. 
Some of the goings on were per- 
formed with “vigor” as the critics 
say, but vigor in itself is not an 
artistic quality. 

The first number, “3 x 3” had 
the quality of an exercise in gym- 
nastics with some _ acrobatics 
thrown in. The dancers performed 
as though they expected the com- 
mand, “Hands to shoulders — 
raise” to be given at any moment. 

In the number, “New York Ex- 
port op. Jazz,” the cast ran to 
and fro with “vitality” accompa- 
nied with much shaking of hands 
and gyrations of hips, but the ex- 
citing rhythm of jazz and the 
" grace of ballet were lacking. 

The twosome, “Afternoon of a 
Faun,” was actonizing in its in- 
eptness. The final number, “The 
Concert,” had humor, wit and 
grace, but this was due nat to the 
versatility of the dancing, but to 
the expert mimicry and staging. 


The basic fault lies, I believe, 
in thinking that modern ballet 
must reject not only the patterns 
of classical ballet, but also its 
skill and arduous training. The 
Agnes DeMille ballet troupe is as 
American as Main Street and no 
one would confuse her “Rodeo” 
‘with “Petrouchka,” yet one never 
'dotibts the skill and versatility of 
‘*her dancers which were so lacking 
in the Robbins performers. 

Something “different” cannot 
‘ be equated with “good.” One de- 
plores not the fact that the show 
wasn’t classical ballet, but that 
the latent talent of this youthful 
dance group had not been devel- 
oped by more rigorous training, 
and the implied attitude that mod- 
ern. ballet choreography has to be 
confined to a few walking and 
leaning steps.

For a Stronger Council 


An opportunity to be effective in ng 
the level of leadership in the County ncil 
will present itself to a group of the county’s 
independent voters Nov. 4. Contests for two 
of the four Council seats that will be at stake 
conceivably might be close enough to be de- 
cided by the ballots of those who put the 
qualifications of individual candidates ahead 
of blind allegiance to a party. 


Maurice M. Abramson, incumbent Democrat 
representing the Third District, deserves an- 
other four-year term on his record. Unlike 
some of his colleagues, Mr. Abramson has not 
hesitated to stand up and be counted on al- 
legediy “controversial” issues. The Council’s 
failure to move rapidly and decisively on 
questions arousing even the slightest emotion 
has retarded progress in the county. 

Councilman Abramson was a sponsor of 
the controversial bill to fluoridate county 
water supplies in the interest of improved 
dental health for children; he made several 
unsuccessful attempts to advance the measure 
before it was killed—in part at least because 
of the indifference of two of his colleagues, 
Democrats James H. J. McNary: and Thomas 
C. Dunne. He was the only member of the 
Council who refused to cave in and reverse 
that body’s previous support of the Jefferson 
Barracks public housing project. 

Mr. Abramson’s opponent is Max W. Kra- 
mer, an attorney living in Ladue. Mr. Kramer 
pledges “to maintain at the same high level, 
or better, the standard of living of St. Louis 
county.” It is a noble aim, but of question- 
able relevance to the Council’s duties. The 
Third district includes most of University 
City and parts of Wellston, Overland, Olivette, 
Ladue and Creve Coeur.

Russell A. Grantham, a young Democrat, 
presently city attorney of Maplewood, seems 
to us to offer an attractive alternative to 
Frank L. Martini, Republican seeking his 
third four-year term from the Fifth District. 
This district includes all or part of Maple- 
wood, Richmond Heights, Brentwood, Web- 
ster Groves and Shrewsbury. 

Mr. Martini’s attitude frequently has been 
provincial and negative. He was a leader in 
the unsuccessful fight to prevent extension 
of the Daniel Boone expressway through 
Richmond Heights. He was the Council’s 
most vocal opponent of fluoridation. He 
looks with disfavor on any consolidation of 
governmental functions of city and county.

The Jig Hitler Did Not Dance 


Probably the best known newsreel shot of 
Adolf Hitler was the one showing him doing 
a victory jig after France signed his sur- 
render termis at Compiegne. It was a gro- 
tesque scene and made Der Fuehrer look ri- 
diculous if not unbalanced. 

This newsreel, according to a recent story 
in the London Sunday Dispatch, was a fake. 
John Grierson, British documentary movie 
pioneer, according to the newspaper, has ad- 
mitted that he altered the reel to make it ap- 
pear Hitler was jigging. Grierson is quoted 
as saying he did it because he “was working 
on counter-propaganda”! This is disturbing, 
not only because nobody likes to be fooled by 
fakery but also because one wonders what 
future clever film cutting might be carried 
out in almost any national propaganda 
laboratory. 


On the Gentle Side 


If it is a hairpulling that Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Paul Butler and the Southern 
Democrats are engaged in, it-is a rather gen- 
tle one. Mr. Butler said up North that there 
would be a strong civil rights stand by the 
Democrats in 1960 and that if there were 
those in the party who did not like it, they 
would be perfectly free to take a walk. This 
produced immediate reactions down South 
and some of the comments sounded on the 
sharp, not to say angry, side. 


But then came the press conferences on TV 
and it all took on a rosier glow. Gov. Faubus 
was smiles and courtliness when he was asked 
about the Butler statement. He said he fore- 
saw no split in 1960 and was sure the Demo- 
crats would work out an accord, If he did 
not sing Paul Butler’s praises, neither did he 
condemn him to outer darkness. Senator 
Smathers of Florida, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Senate Campaign committee, was pretty 
friendly about it too, When he spoke there 
was no fight in his voice nor fire in his eye. 


Could it have been that Chairman Butler 
was speaking for Democratic candidates in 
New York, New Jersey, Michigan and wher- 
ever else the racial vote might tip the scales 
in close contests? Also could it have been 
that the Southerners, eager to hold onto con- 
trol of the congressional committees, under- 
stood that and made more or less mild com- 
ments just for the record? It might not have 
been by pre-arrangement exactly, but it had 
all the earmarks of “political realism.” 


Missouri’s Pinched Parole System 


More and better-paid parole officers, as ad- 
vocated by Gov. Blair, could actually save 
Missouri money, as well as aid the rehabilita- 
. tion of criminals and the protection of the 
public against crime. In the Governor’s own 
words, “we pay them such a stinking poor 
salary” that after they have been trained for 
two or three years they accept employment 
in another state where they can earn more. 
All the investment in training them is lost, 
and the state must go to the expense of find- 
ing and training replacements. 

Missouri is not an attractive field for quali- 
fied parole officers for a still further reason 
——the staff is inadequate. Two dozen parole 
officers cannot possibly handle an average 
case load of some 1600 parolees and proba- 
tioners spread out over an area of 69,000 
square miles. Under such circumstances a 
conscientious officer cannot have the price- 
less reward of knowing that he is doing a 
good job—but he will get plenty of blame 
when there are failures.

The area already includes structures which 
provide a sound start toward the development 
of a community area—the Federal Building, 
St. Mary’s Hospital and the Lincoln School. 
Notwithstanding its closeness to downtown 


East St. Louis, the area has so declined that. 


tax revenue from its 50 acres is only $20,000 
a year. Revenue from the area ought to be at 
least $100,000 annually and doubtless it will 
be if Proposition No. 6 is approved. 

This is not a housing project. What it does 
is to clear a blighted area so it can be de- 
veloped by new owners who will erect new 
buildings in the redeveloped area. To en- 
courage such projects the Federal Govern- 
ment advances two thirds of the cost. Doubt- 
less new housing will be inspired in the area 
around the renewal area as many of those 
who are employed in it will relish the idea of 
walking to work from dwellings only a short 
distance away. 


East St. Louis business men and civic lead- 
ers are working hard for the renewal project, 
as*indeed they ought to be doing. Theirs is 
an example that should be followed by every- 
one in the community. 

St. Louis is well on the way to urban re- 
newal. East St. Louis is fortunate to have so 
favorable an opportunity presented at the 
November election. 


They Live On 


Two years ago the eyes of the world were 
on Hungary. Brave men and women, yes, and 
boys and girls, staked their lives in a desper- 
ate fight for freedom. At first they drove 
the Soviet forces out of Budapest, but then 
the Russian Communists came back with 
heavy tanks and superior arms and man- 
power. For two-weeks the world of free men 
watched the bitter struggle—watched and 
wished that it might do something helpful 
that would not touch off World War III. In 
the end the courage of the libertarians, of 
Budapest was beaten down by ruthless, naked 
force, administered from the Kremlin. Yet 
history will not forget and some day Hungary 
will be free and those who died in late Octo- 
ber and early November, 1956, will live on as 
torchbearers of liberty. 


W hat’s in What Name? 


Robert Frost, moving into the Library of 
Congress as consultant in poetry, asked to 
borrow four American paintings for his office 
walls. He described them as “Winslow Ho- 
mer’s ‘Four Bells,’ Andrew Wyeth’s ‘Sea 
Wind,’ Thomas Eakin’s painting of boatmen 
on the Schuylkill, and James Chapin’s—that 
Negress of his, that girl singing.” 

Now, we admit that, next to musical compo- 
sitions, paintings are perhaps the most un- 
memorably-named objects in art. A painter 
is prone to give one Canvas some such name 
as “Girl with Hat,” call another “Girl with- 
out Hat,” and dismiss a third as simply 
“Girl,” leaving it to the seeker after culture 
to determine whether with or without hat. 
These titles are demonstrably a cut above 
“Symphony No. 3 in B Minor,” but not a very 
large cut. They are not only unmemorable 
but well-nigh indistinguishable. 

Accordingly, Mr. Frost rightly rememberéd 
only one in four of the titles of his most- 
loved paintings. “Sea Wind” was really “Wind 
from the Sea,” the Chapin picture is “Ruby 
Green Singing,” and there are so many Eakin 
paintings of the Schuylkill that no one has 
been able to figure out yet exactly which of 
them is the one Mr. Frost wants. 

Poetry, we are sorry to say, is not always 
so much more pumpkins than music or paint- 
ing when it comes to the memorable title. It 
should be much more so—there ought to be 
a touch of the poet in the title which would 
make it unforgettable—but alas, it is~not 
necessarily thus. In fact we are just waiting 
for some artist to list his four favorite Frost 
poems as “ ‘Mending Wall,’ ‘Flower Tufts,’ a 
fellow stopping in a forest somewhere, and 
that New Englander of his—that chap talking.”

ON A POLLUTION 


__A resolution asking for an 
aidermanic investigation of 
enforcement of the air pollu- 
tion ordinance was adopted 
last night by the community 
stewards assembly of Team- 
sters Local 688. 

The resolution contended 
that Health Commissioner Dr. 
J. Earl Smith had failed to 
request funds for a staff neces- 
sary to enforce the ordinance 
and that violations were occur- 
ring daily and were being 
disregarded by his office. 

It also stated that Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker had failed 
to appoint a voluntary advisory 
committee, required by the 
ordinance, to make recom- 
mendations for combating air 
pollution. 


Dr. Smith teplied that the 
ordinance was being enforced 
continuously by the industrial 
hygiene section of the health 
division and there was no need 
to request funds for a separate 
staff for the purpose. 

“The industrial hygiene sec- 
tion is on top of the job,” he 


said, “and is working on it all 


the time. There is no problem 
that is a menace to public 
health, but there are several 
plants which have been creat- 
ing nuisances. We have been 
working on these and we must 
give them a reasonable oppor- 
tunity to make installations 
which will permit them to com- 
ply with the ordinance.” 

Mayor Tucker declined to 
éomment on the _ resolution, 
but his staff pointed out that 
the air pollution committee re- 
quired for advisory purposes 
only is a continuous and perma- 
nent group. 

Several vacancies have oc- 
eurred by reason of deaths and 
acceptances of other public of- 
fices since the original commit- 
tee was appointed. The Mayor's 
office hag been able in the last 
month to get acceptances from 
the following persons to serve 
on the committee of five: Wil- 
liam K. Gardner, an attorney; 
Joseph McGary, chief engineer 
for the Board of Education, 
and Joseph Nemeth, pollution 
control engineer for Monsanto 
Chemical Co.

Even on such an East-West 
issue as seating Red China, on 
one key vote this year fewer 
nations supported the United 
‘States than opposed us or 
abstained. 

| The Russians have only nine 
‘sure votes to some forty-odd 
American votes. But since im- 
portant issues require two- 
thirds of the Assembly, or 
fifty-four votes, to pass, the 
United States must appeal to a 
growing body of nations which 
vote independently of either 
the Soviet or the American 
bloc. It is possible to imagine 
a time not too far distant when 
this “third force” group may 
itself become the majority. 

That force, as it now seems 
to be materializing, is much 
broader than the Asian and 
African nations which met at 
Bandung, Indonesia, in 1955. 
These nations have been joined, 
at least on some issues, by a 
number of western nations, in- 
cluding Austria, Finland, 
Greece, Ireland, New Zealand, 
Norway and Sweden. And on 
some issues they have been 
joined also by such Latin 
American countries as Mexico, 
Peru and Uruguay.

Treasury officials said less 
than a month ago they planned 
to borrow about three billion 
dollars in late November or 
early December. The borrow- 
ing is being advanced to early 
next month because of a steady 
drain on Treasury cash during 
this period of light tax re- 
ceipts. 

Earlier this month the Treas- 
ury borrowed more than 36 
billions, pushing the national

Cook a Little Extra 
Rice for Future. Meals 


‘“PLANNED-OVER”’ is a culinary term which has come 
into common usage within the past few years. It is 
quite different from ‘‘leftover,’’ in that leftovers were 


not planned ahead of time;.they were simply prepared 
for one meal but not eaten. 


_. “*Planned-overs’’ are part of long range menu plan- 
ning. They are extra portions of foods purposely cooked 


at some convenient time for future use.. This practice. 


is one which in encouraged by meal+planning experts 
since it saves time, energy and fuel. The next time 
you cook rice, cook ‘a little extra and store in the re- 
frigerator, then pian a menu to be served a few days 
later in whieh‘the cooked rice will appear in new guise. 


Hashed-browned rice, for instance, is a good idea for 
a quick vegetable if the rice is cooked and ready in the 
refrigerator. Paprika gives the tender rice an attractive 
reddish-gold color, accented by chopped parsley, bits of 
bacon are a flavor surprise. 


To prepare it, cook three slices of bacon in a skillet. 
Remove bacon and save. Add one-half eup chopped 
onions (more, if you prefer) and cook until tender. 
Add about two cups rice, stir in one teaspoon paprike, one- 
half teaspoon salt and one-eighth teaspoon black pepper. 
Cook over high heat, stirring frequently. When the 
mixture becomes very hot and fat is absorbed stir in 
one-third cup water, one or two tablespoons chopped 
parsley and the bacon, which has been crumbled. Heat, 
season with additional salt and pepper if necessary and 
serve piping hot, garnished with parsley. 

Rice Sugettes, Southern rice cakes puffed high as 
clouds with egg whites, make a delicious supper bread. 
Topped with butter and sirup, they are a breakfast treat. 

To make them, beat two egg yolks until lemon 
colored. Stir in one and one-third cups cooked white 
rice, three tablespoons rich milk and one-fourth teaspoon 
salt. Just before the cakes are to be fried beat the 
two egg whites until stiff but not dry and fold into 
the rice mixture. 

Drop by tablespoonfuls into a well-greased skillet 
or onto a griddle. Fry until golden brown on both sides. 

A quick cereal may be made by simmering cooked 


rice in milk until thick. Stir in some raisins as the 
cereal heats.

NEOSHO, Mo., Oct. 23— 
Thorough study of the proposa! 
to shift half the Army's Red- 
stone Arsenal and Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory to the new Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Spate 
Administration to build up the 
Civilian agency's staff and fa 
cilities was recommended today 
by United States Senator Stuart 
Symington. 


The Missouri Democrat, whe 
is seeking re-election at ths 
Nov. 4 general election, said in 
a speech at a luncheon meeting 
here he would want to “know 
all the facts before agreeing tc 
break up this group which has 
done so much toward restorinr 
American prestige in the race 
into space.” 


The proposal of Dr. T. Keith 
Glennan, NASA chief, to take 
over half the personnel of the 
Army’s Ballistic Missile Agen- 
cy, Redstone arsenal, at Hunts- 
ville, Ala., and the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory at Los Angeles, 
met violent opposition in all 
the military services and the 
Advanced Research Projects 
Agency of the Defense Depart- 
ment. 


For Careful Look. 


Senator Symington, observ- 
ing that the Rocketdyne engine 
used in intercontinental ballis- 
tics missiles is manufactured 
here by a subsidiary of the 
North American Aviation Co. 
said: 

“As a member of the Senate 
Space Committee, I want to 
look carefully at the effort of 
the new civilian space agency 
to take over the Army Hunts- 
ville team under Gen. Medaris 
(Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris. 
head of the Army ballistic mis- 
sile division) and Dr. Wernher 
Von Braun. 


“Even though the launching 
last night was not successful. 
the success of this group in the 
satellite field has been very 
fine and has exceeded the sa- 
tellite efforts of either of the 
other two services.” 

This morning Symington was 
guest of honor at a testimonial 
breakfast at Springfield spon- 
sored by a group of southwest 
Missouri business men in rec- 
ognition of his efforts to clear 
the way for construction ‘of 
Table Rock dam. The $86,000,- 
000 dam is expected to be com- 
pleted next year. 


In a speech at Cabool last 
night, Symington asserted that 
net farm income in Missouri 
decreased 12.4 per cent from 
1952 to 1957 under the Repub- 
lican administration. Address- 
ing a Democratic rally at the 
Cabool High School, he said: 

“This loss of income amounts 
to some $200,000,000, or about 
$1080 for every farm family in 
our state.” 


Presented With Clock. 


Earlier yesterday at West 
Plains, Mo., Symington, who is 
vigorously spearheading the 
Democratic campaign in Mis- 
souri, even though political ob- 
servers consider his re-election 
assured, was presented with 
an electric clock by the West 
Plains Chamber of Commerce. 

The gift was in recegnition 
of the Senator's help in work- 
ing out transportation prob- 
lems of iron mine operators in 
the area. 

A group of mine operators 
met with Symington after the 
meeting at West Plains and dis- 
cussed the fact they have 
shipped only 200 carloads of 
iron ore out of the district 
this year, compared with 2800 
carloads last year. 

Symington suggested they 
form a co-operative and deal 
with prospective buyers 
through it He promised to 
meet with them again and dis- 
cuss the matter further, if a 
co-operative organization is 
formed.

For the Wise Guys 


UNDER SIXTIETH STREET IN NEW YORK, there is 
@ well-upholstered cellar called Copacabana. It is jammed 
with tiny tables and the tables are jammed with people. 
There is a bandstand, a line of handsome girls, a girl 
singer, a marionette act 
and a short leering man 
with poached eyes named 
Joe E. Lewis. 

If you have not seen 
Mr. Lewis, you have not 
seen the best night-club 
act in America. When 
television shuts down for 
the night, the Jackie 
Gleasons and the Milton 
Berles troop into the cel- 
lar to trade genial insults 
with Lewis. He is the 
only man I know who 
drinks on duty. 

He is 56, and his home 
port is El Rancho in Las 
Vegas. His hobbies are 
drinking, gambling and 
women. “Keeps me out 
of trouble,” he says. The 
biggest thrill he ever had 
in racing came when he 
bet on a 50-to-1 shot called Stud Poker, which lost to Cita- 
tion in a photo finish. 


JOE E. LEWIS 


A movie was made about Lewis. It was called 
“The Joker Is Wild.” I get royalties from it,” 
says Joe E. Lewis. “No money. Just royalties.” 
He has tried television and radio, but they are not 
his media. Lewis is too loose with sophisticated, 
sexy lines ever to grace a Waheo living room. He 
plays to the wise guys. 


He has a profile like Happy Hooligan and he wears his 
black hair long on one side so that it can be combed across 
the dome. He drinks de luxe scotch most of the day and 
all night. While he works, slurring his patter to the 
patrons, he picks up a glass from a customer’s table now 
and then, and says politely: “Scotch? Thanks.” 

Joe’s.real name is Joe Klewan. He was born to an 
old-fashioned Jewish family in New York City. His father 
was Abe Klewan, cork manufacturer. The elder Klewan 
spent a lifetime putting corks in bottles; Joe has spent 
the same amount of time pulling them out. His mother was 
his first girl, and, I guess, his last. She died a few weeks 
before her ninety-ninth birthday. 

When he was 16, she found that he was working in 
a burlesque theater. She ordered him to. quit the job. He 
did. Thirty years ago he was earning $1000 a week in a 
Chicago night club. This was odd, because he had no 
material, no writers. He merely read the newspapers and 
made fun of what he read. 

Today, he has Eli Bass writing his jokes. Mr, Lewis 
earns a quarter of a million dollars a year and everyone 
says that he is broke because he spends it on horses. This 
is not true. There is a Chicago judge named Abe Marovitz 
who invests the Lewis loot. 


Lewis likes to talk about his drinking. On- 
stage, after a long gulp, he grins like a little boy 
hiding in a ladies’ turkish bath, and he says: “I 
can hardly wait to hear what I have te say now.” 
When he talks through prolonged laughter, he 
says: “I’m trying to make a living and they’re 
laughing at me.” If asked him how much he drinks 
each day. “Any given amount,” he said. His pianist 
is Austin Mack, who is introduced nightly as “John 
Philip Souse.” When Mr. Lewis walks onstage, a 
a bugler plays “post time.” 


He comes out talking about his operation. “I had a 
pain in the stomach,” he says. “I think I swallowed a shot 
glass. It was only a small shot glass. 
fornia hospital. The doctors gave me a 50-50 chance, s0 
I switched to Cedars of Lebanon where they gave me 
8-to-5.” 


Besides New York, Lewis plays Cincinnati and a few 
other towns. Most of his time (20 weeks) is spent at El 
Rancho in Vegas where, as Mr. Lewis says: “I devote my 
time pouring scotch into empty Blatz Beer bottles. I have 
the only scotch with a head.” 

Like most hard-boiled characters, he is easily moved. 
We were talking about Dan Healy, the Night Mayer of 
New York, and Lewis’s skin sagged into grim lines and he 
said: “Somebody was telling me that Dan is broke. Hell, 
he was the greatest master of ceremonies New York ever 
had and he did more free work for actors who were down 
on their luck than anybody in the business. It isn’t right 
to neglect a man like Healy.” 

He sipped a scotch and, over the glass, his eyes glis- 
tened like maraschino cherries. “If you have to go, pal,” 
he said, “this is the way. I'd hate to have to die of a rup- 
ture or something.”

Sister Catherine Sullivan Directs Daughters of Charity Western Province With Calm Good Humor

SISTER CATHERINE SUL- 
LIVAN, D.C., has an Irish face, 


talked with a contractor 

architect about a $4,000,000 
building expansion program. 
She supervised the running of 


for the aged, a child guidance 
clinic and a settlement house, 
all in St. Louis, plus 68 other 
institutions in the United 
States, Puerto Rico and Japan. 

She also spent some time 
down on her knees. 

As Visitatrix of the Western 
Province, Daughters of Charity 
of St. Vincent de Paul, Sister 
Catherine is faced daily with 
a volume of work that would 
send many an executive to the 
tranquilizer pill bottle. But it 
doesn’t seem to ruffle the 
pleasantly calm manner that 
carries her swiftly and easily 
through a day beginning with 
prayer at 5 a.m. and ending, 
usually, at 9:30 p.m., also with 
prayer. 

Things were bad enough 
when all she had to do was to 
dictate those letters, take those 
phone calls and run those in- 
stitutions. But four years ago, 
she began the conversion of 
Marillac Seminary —of which 
she is president — into what 
she calls a “sister formation” 
college with a full four-year 
academic course. That, in 
turn, called for the building 
expansion program, now in 
progress, which ultimately will 
provide a new administration 
building, library, dormitory 
and auditorium for the 42-year- 
old institution. . 

Sister Catherine not only 
visualized the expansion, but 
she was concerned with the 
financing and the hiring of 
architects and contractors. Now 
her daily routine is broken into 
with questions on everything 
from the size of rooms to the 
color of paint. She turned down 
a $14,000 item for sound-proof- 
ing the novitiate because there’s 
no noise there anyway, and 
talked the architects into con- 
verting the plain roof of an- 
other building into a sun deck. 

Marillac, at 7800 Natural 
Bridge road, was established 
in 1916 as a novitiate for the 
religious training of postulants 
and as the motherhouse of the 
Western Province. Later, 
through the co-operation of St. 
Louis University, a two-year 
junior college program was de- 
veloped, with the sisters taking 
their remaining academic work 
at other institutions. 

Now, at the suggestion of the 
late Pope Pius XII, Sister 
Catherine has established 
Mariilac as a four-year aca- 
demic college for religious. 

“But we are concerned with 
more than just the academic 
work,” she said. “That's why 
we call it a ‘sister formation’ 
college. Here, we are con- 
cerned with all four phases of 
a sister’s life: the spiritual, the 
intellectual, the professional 
and social, that is, her rela- 
tionship with the religious 
community and with those 
around her.” 

That means that each mem- 
ber of the order is guided into 
the phase of religious work 
for which she seems best suit- 
ed, whether it is in a hospital, 
in a child guidance center, a 
school or other agency estab- 
lished and staffed by the 
Daughters of Charity. 

Of the 45,000 Daughters of 
Charity throughout the world, 
1150 are in the Western Prov- 
ince and Sister Catherine 
knows where every one of 
them is and what work she is

pins, she switches personnel 
from one institution to an- 
other and from Missouri to 
California and Wisconsin to 
Louisiana, assuming someone 
is available to fill the vacancy.

Sister Catherine started her 
own professional career within 
the order as a nurse and was 
the first graduate of the Waco 
(Tex.) Providence Hospital 
School of Nursing. Later, she 
nursed leper patients at Car- 
vijle, La., for 20 years, rising 
from the ranks to chief nurse. 

Born (she proudly states) “on 
the Texas side” of Texarkana, 
which straddles the Texas-Ar- 
kansas border, she entered the 
order in New Orleans. She 
came to St, Louis as assistant 
Visitatrix of the Western 
Province in 1936 and in 1952 
succeeded to the top post—one 
of two in the United States. 
She and her counterpart in 
the Eastern Province at Em- 
metsburg, Pa., are answerable 
only to the order’s mother- 
house in its native city of 
Paris. 

Living up to her title, once 
each three years she must visit 
each of the order’s institutions 
on this side of the Mississippi, 
as well as mission projects in 
Japan and Puerto Rico which 
somehow found themselves at- 
tached to the Western Prov- 
ince. This rule requires her 
to take to the air, her least 
favored mode of transportation, 
and keeps her away from her 
desk nearly half the time.

Furnace Adjustments 


THERE are a lot of things 
in this world that aren’t exact- 
ly perfect but which we have 
to put up with because they 
can't be changed. 

There are other things, how- 
ever, that we don’t have to put 
up with because they can be 
changed and one of these is 
that blast of cold air that often 
comes up out of a warm air 
heating register when the fur- 
nace goes into operation. 

This condition is caused by 
improper adjustment of the 
furnace. What happens is that 
the furnace is adjusted so that 
there is a long period of time 
between cycles of operation. 
This allows the air in the ducts 
to become rather cold. When 
the furnace does go into oper- 


ation the heated air from the 
furnace pushes this cold air 
out of the registers. If the 
ducts from the furnace to the 
registers are pretty long, there 
is quite a long column of cold 
air that must be pushed out be- 


fore the heated air comes 
through.

Hope Kids Presidents 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 23 (AP). 

IS BOB HOPE THE ONLY ONE left who can kid 
Presidents? This question arose again this week when 
ole ski nose told political jokes at a luncheon for President 
Eisenhower during the latter’s political visit here. There 
was much laughter over Bob's pointed barbs. Many ob- 
servers feel he is the only comic who can get away with 
it any more. 

These lamenters feel that the age of political satire 
is past, that there are too many sacred cows now. You 
often hear the claim: Will Rogers couldn’t conduct his 
spoofing of politicos if he were alive today. 


“Nonsense,” szys Hope. “I see no reason 
why Rogers couldn’t be doing his act today. 
Once you build up certain trade marks, you can 
get away with more than the newcomers can. 
People expect me to kid politics; they’d be dis- 
appointed if I didn’t.” 


» But he admitted that political satire is increasingly 
hazardous. 

“I guess it wouldn’t be wise for me to play Little 
Rock right now,” he sighed during a lunch break of 
“Alias Jesse James.” “I’ve been getting mail from Ar- 
kansas calling me al] kinds of names.” 

The reason was the Hope-ism: “President Eisenhower 
wanted to send the first man into space, but he couldn’t 
get Gov. Faubus to make the trip.” 

Hope recalled the time when he threw some quips 
in the direction of Senator Joseph McCarthy. The co- 
median drew a letter from a Wisconsin judge accusing 
him of being a Communist. Confirmed capitalist Hope 
set him straight in a return letter. 

Hope knows his way around Washington, and so he 
can step on some friendly toes when he tosses off his 
witticisms. Richard Nixon’s “Checkers” speech was too 
fertile territory for him to resist, and so he made some 
cracks about it. 

“Wow, the mail I got from that’”’ he recalled. “I was 
worried, because Nixon is a good friend of mine. I sent 
him the letters and my explanation, just so he'd hear 
about it from me first.” 


During his summer run in “Roberta” in St. 
Louis, Hope cracked: “President Eisenhower is 
getting more distance out of his golf drives now 
that he’s got Sherman Adams’s picture on the 
ball.” Hope rattled it off for a quick laugh, but 
it was picked up by a national magazine. He 
felt bad about it, since Adams too was a friend. 


Unlike Rogers, who was an avowed“partisan (“I don’t 
belong to an organized party—I’m a Democrat”), Hope 
has steered clear of active politicking. “I don’t think 
it’s fair to your sponsor,” he explained. — ; 

To prove his impartiality, he can cite the times he 
entertained before Presidents Roosevelt and Truman. He 
recalled with fondness a Washington dinner in 1944. Hope 
commented on the meeting of Roosevelt and Churchill to 
plan Allied strategy: 

“They didn’t discuss where we were going to attack 
or when. It was: How can we keep Eleanor out of the 
crossfire?” 

Hope remembered that F.D.R. lifted his cigarette 
holder into the ‘air, threw his head back and laughed 
heartily. To a comedian, such a reaction is worth all the 
slings and arrows of outraged citizens. 
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The writer of the follow-

IF YOU DON’T believe in 
witches, keep reading. 

Oh, sure. It was all right for 
peasants in the Middle Ages to 
believe in witchcraft, but this 
is the twentieth century; isn't 
it? Well, isn’t it? 

Yes, it is. But.... 

The Middle Ages was a time 
of violence. In England some 
200 crimes were punishable by 
death, including such dandies 
as hunting by night with paint- 
ed faces or visors, or carrying 
horses or mares into Scotland. 

Men’s bodies suffered from 
famine and plagues. Their 
minds were darkened by super- 
stitions. Many natural phenom- 
ena were considered to be su- 
pernatural and under the con- 
trol of witches, magicians, as- 
trologers or prophets. 

Many saints saw devils teem- 
ing about mankind. Blessed 
Reichelm of Schongan in the 
thirteenth century saw them 
as the dust in a sunbeam. Sta- 
tisticians computed there were 
1,758,064,176 devils although 
Jean Wier, physician to the 
Duke of Cleves, with equal pre- 
cision counted only 7,409,127 
led by 79 devil princes. 

A legend about St. Equitius 
tells how he expelled a devil 
inadvertently swallowed by a 
nun while it was resting on a 
lettuce leaf. “What could I 
have done?” asked the devil. “I 
was sitting on the leaf and she 
ate me.” 

The organization of the witch 
cult was extraordinarily effi- 
cient. Cotton Mather aptly re- 
marked that “witches are or- 
ganized like Congregational 
churches.” 

The country was divided into 
districts, each district having a 
“coven” of 12 persons and their 
chief—that magic number, 13. 
One authority says witches 
adopted the number 13 for 
their covens to mock Our Lord 
and his Apostles. But the num- 
ber 13 also seems to have had 
some special meaning in pre- 
Christian times. Romulus, who 
was both king and incarnate 
god, went about with his 12 
lictors. 

The position of “devil” ap- 
pealed to an ambitious man. He 
had absolute power, ruling over 
his followers like a god, with a 
system of rewards and punish- 
ments. A traitor in the coven 
was usually strangled, and a 
garter was tied arownd his neck 
so the world would know why 
he had met his fate. 


Three covens were brought 
to trial in 1590 for attempting 
to destroy King James VI of 
Scotland (the future James I 
of England) by witchcraft. To 
provoke a storm at sea, a cat 
had been christened “Mar- 
garet.” A limb of a corpse 
was tied to the cat and it was 
cast into the water. (Does any- 
one know a better way to stir 
up a tempest?) The cat freed 
itself from the limb and swam 
back to shore. Nevertheless, a 
terrible storm. arose and the 
ship bearing James VI and his 
bride nearly foundered. 

Imagine the judges’ astonish- 
ment at the trial when Agnes 
Sampson drew the king aside 
and “declared unto him the 
verye woordes which passed 
betweene the King’s majestie 
and his Queene at Upslo in 
Norway the first night of their 
marriage, with their answere 
each to other.” 

There is some evidence that 
Francis Stewart, Earl Bothwell, 
first cousin of the king, was the 
chief witch of the district. Had 
James died without children, 
Bothwell would have been eli- 
gible for the Scottish throne. 
He escaped punishment, but 
three of his followers were tor- 
tured and put to death, one 
woman being burned alive. 

Witches met dt “esbats” and 
“sabbaths.” Esbats, held once 
or twice a week, were attended 
by members of the covens. Cer- 
tain religious rites were per- 


Study of Human Senses on

NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (AP). 


“GATEWAYS to the Mind,” 
first in the season’s Bell Sys- 
tem science series visible on 
the home screen tonight, is an 
interesting examination of the 
human senses. 


A preview last week of the 
filmed program to be seen on 
NBC-TV ‘(on KSD-TV at 7 
o’clock St. Louis time) revealed 
it as being of interest to any 
viewer willing to spend an 
hour in contemplation of how 
he communicates with the 
world about him. 


Dr. Frank C. Baxter con- 
ducts the program, which re- 
lies heavily on animated draw- 
ings end a rather self-con- 
scious stage organization. 

The intent of this program 
is highly commendable, for it 
swims bravely against the es- 
cape entertainment currents of 
the nighttime channels. To 
find fault with it is rather like 
kigking a good, well-scrubbed 
child on his way to Sunday 
school along a street of noisy 
juvenile delinquents. 


Nevertheless, I found my- 
self vaguely annoyed by 
some of the cuteness and 
coy dialogue that filabbily 
padded the strong bones of 
the program.

Dr. Baxter 
ambles around the stage while 
various actors, playing stage 
hands, egg his erudition on 
with a “gee whiz, Doc” form 
of dialogue.

formed and some business was 
transacted. 

The head of the coven in- 
structed witches in the art of 
medicine. Treatment,’ for man 
or beast, was partly by drugs, 
partly by spells and partly by 
ritual. Witches supposedly 
could procure fertility for ani- 
mals, crops and human beings. 
Likewise, they could kill or 
render sterile. 

Sabbaths were attended by 
all worshippers in the district. 
The greatest ones were held 
quarterly, on the Eve of May 
(Walpurgis Night), the Eve of 
November (All Hallow E’en), 
and on the cross-quarter-days, 
Candlemas and Lammas. These 
are the breeding seasons of 
animals. 


THE SABBATH was held at 
night and was over at dawn. 
Homage was paid to. the 
“devil,” who sat in state. Then 
followed a religious service, 
sexual fertility rites, dancings 
and feastings on a large scale, 
admission of new members and 
recording of cures or curses 
by various witches. 

Witches had familiar spirits, 
usually animals. The Divining 
Familiar was often a horse, a 
stag or a large bird like a 
crow: however, omens could be 
obtained from a cloud if no 
suitable animal were handy. 
This animal did not belong to 
the witch. It was used only to 
prophesy. 

The Domestic Familiar was 
always a small animal kept by 
the witch in her house. It was 
often called an Imp or a Spirit. 
Many a miserable person, 
shunned by her fellows, sought 
friendship in the affection of a 
cat or a dog and was dragged 
to the gallows or the stake. 
But frequently a witch kept a 
small animal, nourished it on 
milk and bread and her own 
blood, and prophesied by its 
means. Probably she observed 
the animal’s gait, its actions 
or the tones of its voice. This 
form of familiar, unknown out- 
side of England, has obtained 
an unwarrantable prominence. 

The devil appeared at sab- 
baths dressed as a horse, bull, 
cat, dog, goat or sheep. Except 
for the deer and the bear, the 
devil never appeared in the 
guise of a wild animal. Yet 
even in his animal skin, the 
devil was still very human. 

Margaret A. Murray, a lead- 
ing authority, explains witch- 
craft as the cult of a pagan 
deity. Witches fought their 
enemies with spells, charms 


doctor somewhat self-conscious, 
as- well it might.

Christianity in 
self-preservation — retaliated 
with the machinery of the law 
—an invincible weapor, for if 
harm to man or beast could be 
proved the accused would suf- 
fer death even though the 
charge of witchcraft failed. And 
the sublime confidence of the 
witch at the stake showed a 
faith in her god as great. as 
that found among martyrs. 

The word witch comes from 
wit, to know. Foretelling is the 
witch’s specialty. When it is 
done in the name of the deity 
of an established religion it is 
called prophecy; when it is 
done in the name of a pagan 
god it is called witchcraft. 

The word devil is a diminu- 
tive from the root div, from 
which we get the word divine; 
devil merely means “little 
god.” 

Witch novices concluded with 
the devil a compact, signed in 
their own blood in the pres- 
ence of witnesses, agreeing to 
serve him in exchange for his 
pledge of honors, riches and 
carnal pleasures. The Devil's 
Mark (‘or Witch's Mark) was 
then inflicted on the novice. 

The majority of these witch 
marks were natural malforma- 
tions of the skin — thickened 
tissue, birthmarks, moles or 
warts. But the late Rev. Mon- 
tague Summers, Roman Cath- 
olic priest, insists that this ex- 
planation will not cover all the 
cases and that the mark was 
often made by non-human 
agency. 

A sacrilegious baptism was 
administered to witches by the 
devil, after which they ex- 
changed their former name for 
a nickname, usually a _ gro- 


tesque one: Isabel Goudie of [ 


Aluldearne stated in 1662 that 
many witches known to her 
had been baptized in their own 
blood by such names as “Over- 
the - dike - with - it,” “Pickle- 
nearest-the-wind,” and “Batter- 
them-down-Maggy.” 

Witches are usually thought 
of as flying wildly through 
mid-air upon a broomstick or 
an animal. This excursion was 
generally preceded by an unc- 
tion with a magic ointment, 
made from the deadly poisons 
aconite, belladonna and hem- 
lock. A young girl, Claudine 
Boban, stated that she and her 
mother mounted on a besom, 
flew up the chimney, and went 
to the sabbath through the air. 
But confessions of aerial trans- 
port actually are exceedingly 
rare.

strong expressions against 
magic and related practices. 
For example, Exodus XXII, 18: 
“Thou shalt not suffer a witch 
to live.” These eight words be- 
came a virtual death warrant 
in the hands of every Inquisi- 
tor, Reformer, civil judge or 
venomous busybody. 


THE COLLAPSE of scien- 
tific medicine enhanced the po- 
sition of the village witch. Her 
homely remedies were fre- 
quently beneficial and rarely 
actually dangerous. Pope In- 
nocent III in 1215 prohibited 
any operation in which blood 
was shed. Surgery was form- 
ally separated from medicine. 
For some time elementary sur- 
gical knowledge was handed 
on by priests to the barbers 
who shaved them. But as sur- 
gery declined, medicine placed 
its faith in such things as the 
curing of disorders by powder 
made of disinterred mummies. 

There were also. white 
witches who protected the com- 
munity. They used magic to 
cure disease and defeat spells. 
However, some people con- 
sidered them even more dan- 
gerous _than black witches. 
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Midwives were particularly 
suspect. (The midwife and the 
local white witch were often 
one and the same person.) They 
assisted delivery by spells. A 
favorite piece of sympathetic 
magic used at birth was to 
loose every knot and unlock 
every door and chest in the 
house. 

On the farm the witch’s pow- 
er was felt in myriad ways. If 
the butter would not “come,” it 
was bewitched; a red-hot poker 
thrust into the cream or a coin 
dropped into it might break the 


spell, or it might not. If the 
milk yield declined, the cows 
were “overlooked” (‘under a 


spell), or were being magically 
milked from a distance by 
means of a rope, or straws, or 
the handle of an ax stuck into 
a wall. 


THE IDEA that all witches 
were old, impoverished hags is 
misleading. Many were quite 
young and pretty. 

One of the most reliable 
proofs that a person was a 
witch was the “devil's mark.” 
The spot was impervious to 
pain, and the witch hunter 
would prick the body with a 
long pin until he located it. 

Matthew Hopkins, witch 
hunter, had such a remunera- 
tive business that he had a 
couple of assistants. Hopkins, 
by the way, was himself con- 
victed by his own methods and 
put to death. 


Another common practice 
was to “swim a witch.” A sus- 
pect was bound hand and foot 
and thrown into the water. If 
she did not drown she was re- 
leased since water, a pure ele- 
ment, would not accept those 
who had renounced their bap- 
tism. 


Other suspects were weighed 
against the Bible. Usually the 
accused was heavier than the 
Bible and was freed. But Bibles 
in those days were large books, 
written or printed on heavy 
sheets. A few skinny unfor- 
tunates flunked out on the 
Bible test and went to the 
stake. 


Dolls or small clay images 
found in the homes of sus- 
pected witches, especially if 
pins were stuck in them, were 
prima facie evidence against 
them. 

It was believed that an “imp” 
visited its mistress every day, 
but that if a witch were placed 
nude upon a chair in the mid- 
dle of a room and kept awake, 
her imp could not come near 
her. After two or three days 
and nights of enforced sleep- 
lessness she usually confessed. 


We don't hunt witches today. 
But poison is still a dangerous 
form of enchantment. The 
anonymous post card is a mod- 
ern development of the clay 
image. Blackmail is a power- 
ful kind of modern witchcraft. 

We should not feel superior 
about our ancestors’ supersti- 
tions and injustices-+posterity 
may well be nauseated when 
_ reading of our own.

ONE WAY TO BEAT the 
high cost of living, the experts 
point out from time to time, is 
to eat more beans and pasta. 
The response to this is imme- 
diate. Housewives swear that 
there are already signs of mu- 
tiny in the home, as far as 
spaghetti is concerned, and as 
for beans, they are inclined to 
look upon them as another low- 
brow dish and inspiration for 
stale jokes. 

Maybe plain boiled beans is 
a lowbrow dish. But soak them 
overnight, boil them with a 
hambone and a hunk of onion, 
season them well with salt and 

pper, and brother, I’m a low- 

row. 


But who ever said there was 
nothing to do with beans but 
boil them? Yes, you can bake 
them. But even that, the argu- 
ment goes, can get monotonous. 
True, if you keep using the 
same old formula of a@ little 
catsup and brown sugar. 

New England has always 
been known as the bean coun- 
try, so far as eating beans is 
concerned. But Wyoming is 
the bean growing country, and 
out there they have a new 
formula. It goes like this: 


Soak two pints beans over- 
night. Then boil them in water 
and half a teaspoon of soda 
for an hour. Pour off the 
water and- cover the beans 
again with boiling water. Boil 
them until they’re. tender and 
then put them in a baking dish 
with a pint of chili sauce, half 
a cup of molasses, half a tea- 
spoon of salt, half a cup of 
brown sugar, four large sweet 
peppers, chopped, and a 
chopped onion. Now lay half 
a pound of sliced salt pork on 
top and bake in a hot oven for 
an hour. 


IT ISN’T NECESSARY for 
us to point out there are other 
kinds of beans besides navy 
beans. Out in Texas they go 
for red beans—probably the 
Mexican influence— and they 
come up with some. very 
pleasant arrangements. Take, 
for instance, a dish they refer 
to, with an eye to local color, 
as “cow country beans.” Like 
this: 

Start with three cups of red 
beans. Add to them a sliced 
onion, two diced slices of 
bacon, two tablespoons of chili 
sauce, a half clove of garlic, 
minced, tablespoon of brown 
sugar and,-if you can get some, 
half a teaspoon of a -sauce 
known as smoke flavoring. 
Cover with water. Let this all 
simmer slowly for four and a 
half to five hours and it’s 
ready to eat.

Texans 
bake them with honey, this- 
away: 


Wash a couple of cups of 
navy beans and let them soak

I was rather astonished to find the number of people 
who felt that the interest in small children had greatly de- 
creased and that less was being done for the child of pre- 
school age. . 

It seems inevitable in any csidiiue nowadays that some- 
one will compare what is being done in the Soviet Union 
dn any area of discussion. Someone, therefore, announced 
that she had just been asked why we should bother about 
pre-school children when the Soviet Union did not take 
their children into school until they are 7. Luckily, there 
were enough persons present to correct that statement, for 
the Soviet Union is particularly concerned about its babies 
and kindergarten children. There are nurseries, and very 
good ones, for every child from 2 months old on, and ex- 

kinde ns.

Then bake it in a 300-degree 
oven for at least eight hours.

LIONS PLAYED a big part 
in Hittite sculpture. Figures of 
these animals aré common 
among the remains of the 
mighty empire, which once 
covered most of Asia Minor. 

Often the liong in the statues 
- are fitted with wings, and here 
is another curious point: it was 
the eustom of Hittite sculptors 
to show a lion with its tongue 
hanging out. 


Sometimes the lion figures 


were shown under a plat- 
form. The platform was used 
to support an image of a god 
or goddess. It is believed 
that lions played a part in 
Hittite religion. 


One piece of sculpture shows 


a lion being offered in sacrifice 
to the god Teshub. A priest is 
using a knife to cut the lion, 
but the god has come to the 
scene and is raising a hatchet 
to strike the lion. The sculp- 
tor had the quaint idea of a 
god helping at a sacrifice to 
mm himself.

Rising above | 
the lion’s neck is a head in hu- | 
man form, representing a god. | 
The Hittites prayed to god-
